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MISCONCEPTION. 

ELATING that “it is no secret that the horse 

race business in New York has been in very 
poor health for some time,’’ Westbrook Pegler, 
who writes under the caption “Speaking Out On 
Sports,” says in an article copyrighted by The 
Chicago Tribune and published in other news- 
papers as well, including the New York Evening 
Post, that he does not believe the adoption of 
pari-mutuels “‘as a stimulus to popular interest” 
would “do it much good.” 

Mr. Pegler points out that boxing in New 
York is under control of a State commission 
and makes the charge that “the last two heavy- 
weight championship bouts fought in New York 
came to scandalous conclusions.’’ He asserts that 
“the prize fight business has become a province 
of Tammany Hall,’”’ and believes “the opportuni- 
ties for unethical behavior in the horse business 
are more tempting than those offered in the 
prize fight racket,” because there are six or 
seven races a day, and “the betting would be 
supervised by state inspectors who would be 
politicians and, being politicians, would be se- 
lected by the political leaders, with more regard 
for their party regularity than for their profes- 
sional and moral qualifications for the job.” 

Mr. Pegler understands that the totalisator, 
which he refers to as “the Australian mutuel 
system,’ is ‘“temptation-proof, as it is not capable 
of manipulation,” but Mr. Pegler is of the opinion 
that the Australian system would not be speci- 
fied “if the mutuels were legalized in New 
York,” because, he says, “the Australian system 
would seem to suggest a lack of confidence in 
the sterling integrity of the state inspectors, who 
Would represent the sterling integrity of the po- 
litical leaders in charge of the distribution of 
the jobs,” and he concludes with the declaration 
that “the principal objection is that the handling 
of millions of dollars every season would have 
to be entrusted to the sterling integrity of the 
politicians and their appointees,’ asseverating: 
‘I do not think other objections need be of- 
fered.” 

Mr. Pegler’s article is interesting rather more 
for its grammatical construction and its satire 
than for correctness of information and con- 


clusions. In the first place it is, THE BLOOD- 
HORSE hears, not intended by the powers that 
be in racing in New York to request legalization 
of pari-mutuels. 

The plan, as we gather it, is to request the 
legalization of an exchange of money at the 
race courses as between layers and players as 
a step toward betterment of conditions under 
which the sport of racing is conducted in New 
York State, and ultimately to seek the authoriza- 
tion of the installation of the ‘“temptation-proof” 
totalisator. 


We do not agree with Mr. Pegler’s thought 
that there would be tremendous thievery, such 
as he tries to picture, under the operation of 
pari-mutuels in the State of New York under 
control of a commission to be appointed by the 
governor. 

That condition does not exist in Maryland and 
it does not exist in Kentucky. In both states 
racing is conducted under commissions and the 
pari-mutuel employees usually have the endorse- 
ment of politicians. Once in a while a thief 
gets in and gets away with some money, just 
as thieves more frequently rob banks and 
churches, 

The condition he describes does not exist in 
Illinois, where the betting is supervised by in- 
spectors from the State Department of Agricul- 
ture, and where there is even less of political 
dictation as to employees than in Maryland or 
Kentucky, we understand. 

As we have said before in THE BLOOD-HORSE, 
such stealing as has been done in pari-mutuel 
plants in the United States has been done where 
there is no state supervision. It has been done 
in states where men from another country have 
been largely interested in the control and opera- 
tion of race tracks. 

It was attempted at Tropical Park last win- 
ter, we are advised, and was stopped pronto 
by the State Racing Commission of which that 
sterling Miami business man, Rodney Burdine, 
is chairman. 

No, we think Mr. Pegler is widely off the 
mark in his article, for he has failed to take 
into consideration the facts that The Jockey 
Club members and the owners of the tracks in 
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New York are gentlemen and sportsmen, that 
they have carried on and will continue to carry 
on for the sake of the sport more than for sake 
of the dollar, and that they are in position to 
keep out such dire practices as Mr. Pegler would 
picture. 


WASTED DAYS. 


HE day after the election there was snow in 

Kentucky, and Latonia, with its belated race 
meeting, so severely felt the frost that Bob 
Saxton commented in The Cincinnati Enquirer: 
“The old track experienced the most miserable 
day of the meeting,” as if there had been other 
miserable days. Then he emphasized the con- 
dition with this: “The boys are not going to 
linger long in this climate, if they have the 
wherewithal to get away. A few days like yes- 
terday, and they will all want to tear out.” 


Of course, there just has to be a race meeting 
at Latonia in the warmest part of the summer 
and another in the chilliest part of the autumn, 
because the heads of the American Turf Asso- 
ciation want it that way. 

The good days in Kentucky are wasted because 
of the American Turf Association's policy to em- 
ploy by the year certain racing officials and to 
have them at its Washington Park, Illinois, in 
June and at its Lincoln Fields, Illinois, during 
the choicest autumn days. 

The Kentucky State Racing Commission hasn’t 
indicated that it has authority to supersede the 
wishes of the A. T. A. and acquiesce in the 
wishes of Kentucky patrons of racing, for it has 
never told Colonel Winn and associates that the 
racing schedule at Latonia shall embrace the 
good days they have permitted to go unused since 
they expanded out of Kentucky into Illinois. 

Horsemen, who have been decidedly chicken- 
hearted about the matter, could, with good effect, 
emulate the spirit displayed by the nation at the 
polls last week. They could demand and get a 
change. 


This silly mismanagement of racing in Ken- 
tucky has existed all too long. It has, if the in- 
formation given to the press is true, just about 
pauperized the operating companies. It has de- 
creased the earning capacity of Thoroughbred 
horses so greatly that numbers of breeders and 
owners are dissatisfied.

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ODDS AND ENDS

T is all too infrequently in these “degenerate” 
days on the American Turf that one has the 
opportunity of witnessing a contest at 12 fur- 
longs; more rarely still does such a race close 
with two participants racing the final quarter 
little more than heads and noses apart. Such a 
pulse-quickening, inspiring sight was the first 
running of the Whitney Gold Cup, a race which 
in the years to come likely will attain signifi- 
cance comparable to any distance event of the 
racing seasons in this country. Clearly, the bet- 
ter animal of the principals in the aforemention- 
ed duel was A. C. Bostwick’s Mate. To be can- 
did, it was Malley’s superior finishing ability 
astride the Irish-bred Blenheim that brought the 
son of Blandford home a matter of inches in 
advance of the son of Prince Pal. St. Brideaux, 
the only other starter, was eliminated at the 
break, when he executed a series of steps some- 
what reminiscent of the Spanish fandango be- 
fore being on his way. He made up some dozen 
lengths, but that he would, with an even break, 
have won is only a mathematical probability.

ERHAPS no important ’chase event of the 
current year was as easily won as the Tem- 
ple Gwathmey, in which the venerable John San- 
ford’s French-bred gelding, *Golden Meadow, 
galloped some of the best fencers in the coun- 
try dizzy, winning by what the chart-maker 
was pleased to call 10 lengths, but what looked 
more like 15. There now are many folks who 
wonder if *Tourist II (‘the finest ’chaser since 
Jolly Roger’), has anything on this imported 
son of Filibert de Savoie. It is manifest that 
when better jumpers are shown, they will sport 
the Sanford purple and gold stripes. *Golden 
Meadow has more the conformation of the ’chaser 
than has his more illustrious stablemate, which 
is less on the leg and longer of barrel, looking 
the part of a natural distance runner. He does 
not belie his looks and it would be interesting 
to see him, prepared for such a contest, meet our 
leading distance flat racers at a real cup route 
and under high weights.

AX HIRSCH has retired Morton Schwartz's 
Gusto, champion money-gleaner of the year, 
to winter quarters. This son of American Flag 
and Daylight Saving (dam of One Hour and 
Clock Tower) impresses us as a potential sire. 
Gusto is just the sort of stallion to breed to 
some of our excess of incestuously bred sprint- 
ing mares. He is a typical representative of his 
male line, physically, with little of that line’s 
notorious temperament and comes of the family 
of Tea’s Over (his third dam), which produced 
Tea Caddy, Ort Wells, Dick Welles, Dick Fin- 
nell and Toggery. Incidentally, it is the writer’s 
understanding that if any of those many good- 
looking yearlings under Hirsch’s tutelage dis- 
covers stakes class, it will be a surprise to their 
trainer, as none of them showed anything above 
the ordinary in their trials. Speaking of year- 
lings, that half-brother by John P. Grier to 
Twenty Grand in the Greentree string has been 
named, oddly but aptly, Earnings. This is the 


youngster the Irish jockey, Michael Beary, last 
spring pronounced “the best looking yearling in 
the world.”

PPARENTLY, the writer had Repaid notched 

a trifle too highly. That is the only con- 
clusion to be drawn from the result of the Pim- 
lico Futurity. However, the son of Kai-Sang and 
Granny looks as good a 3-year-old stakes hope- 
ful as any others of the current season’s juve- 
niles. Swivel, the winner of the $40,000 feature, 
is a very husky type of mare, quite as large and 
powerful as most colts her age. But Walter S. 
Vosburgh turns thumbs down on any crop of 
2-year-olds in which fillies are stakes winners as 
frequently as has been the case throughout this 
season. That sage handicapper and able judge 
was not particularly impressed by the career last 
year of Top Flight, inclining toward the belief 
her opposition was mediocre. Ladysman he con- 
siders the peer of the 1932 2-year-olds. Colts 
like *Golden Way and Repaid probably could 
handle that fellow at big distances. 


TEPSISTER, a highly regarded yearling of 

last season in the C. V. Whitney string, fina!- 
ly has graduated. This miss is a chestnut daugh- 
ter of Broomstick and the Pimlico Oaks, Ala- 
bama Stakes winner Rapture, a daughter of 
*Chicle and Enchanting and thus a sister to En- 
chantment, a Kentucky Jockey Club Stakes win- 
ner. Stepsister carries a double infusion of the 
blood of Broomstick, as her third dam, Crinoline 
II, also was by her sire. Thus far, Stepsister’s 
career has somewhat paralleled that of her dam, 
which scored only twice in a dozen essays at two, 
but developed into a top-notcher at three. Like 
Rapture, Stepsister likes to come from behind 
She first attracted the writer’s attention by her 
resemblance, especially about the head, to Regret. 
But then, 100-1 she is no Regret.

ONDER if a better racemare than Tred Avon 

was bred in Maryland during the past cou- 
ple of decades? For a filly that might have 
been claimed for some $3,000 at Chicago in the 
summer of 1931, this daughter of *Sir Greysteel 
has developed amazingly. Couldn’t beat Tony 
Joe when she first came to the races, as a 3- 
year-old, but recently downed the mighty (mighty 
tired of racing) Equipoise and has amassed earn- 
ings of approximately $60,000. Her class, how- 
ever, is not to be confused with that of such 
mares as Imp.and Firenzi, as certain Turf scrib- 
blers have done. 
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NOTES ON NICKS 
By MATCHEM 

EO J. MARKS, owner of Le Mar Stock Farm, 

Inc., has fixed the fee of his young stallion 
Misstep at $350, to insure a live foal. It is a 
good proposition for a mare owner. Misstep’s 
record and conformation are being advertised in 
THE BLOOD-HORSE, and either will stand the 
closest scrutiny. He was one of the very tops of 
the generation which included Reigh Count, Toro, 
Victorian, Petee-Wrack and some other excep- 
tionally high-class horses. Making an all-time 
handicap for American horses at distances up to 
1% miles, one would be forced to put Misstep 
within a few pounds of the best. He has the 
added advantage of having been retired sound. 


He has especially good bone and clean legs. His 
pedigree:

The unique thing about this pedigree is that 
it shows inbreeding to Broomstick with only two 
free generations. This is the first case of such 
inbreeding I have seen in the pedigree of a first- 
class horse. Last week I cited an example of 
close up inbreeding to Ben Brush in the pedi- 
gree of Black Panther. This also is rare. No 
horse of the *Bonnie Scotland line has ever been 
employed with great success as inbreeding ma- 
terial, despite the remarkable success of the line 
in other directions. 

My deduction from this fact is that Misstep’s 
two crosses of Broomstick will be enough of that 
commodity. He also has plenty of Bend Or, which 
occurs once in the fourth generation, once in the 
fifth (through Ornis) and twice (through the 
two Broomstick crosses) in the sixth. That is, 
Bend Or constitutes one-eighth of the pedigree. 
If he were bred to a mare entirely without a cross 
of that great stallion, the offspring would be one- 
sixteenth Bend Or—which is sufficient, or which 
is, at least, as much as the average good horse 
has. 

The pedigree of Misstep’s third dam is inter- 
esting. She is inbred to St. Simon in the same 
. proportion Misstep is inbred to Ben Brush.

In addition to these two crosses of St. Simon 
in Misstep’s sixth generation of ancestors, there 
is another in the fourth generation. The pedi- 
gree is a little less than one-tenth St. Simon. But 
there are no other crosses of Isonomy and Hamp- 
ton anywhere else in the pedigree. While we are 
looking at this southeast corner of Misstep’s 
family tree, note in passing the four mares in 
Estimation’s third generation, Deadlock, Quiver, 
Plaisanterie and Hester. These four are com- 


parable to Jamestown’s great-grandams, Excel. 
lenza, Chelandry, *Fairy Gold and Tea’s Over, 

I will now enter into the precinct of pure 
speculation and set down my impressions as to 
what kind of mates should be chosen for Misstep, 
They will need no Broomstick or Ben Brush, 
They will do just as well if they have no Bend 
Or, or very little. They should have St. Simon 
in about the same proportion as has Misstep—a 
greater proportion would be better than a smaller, 
They should have Hermit, Hampton and Isonomy 
in as large quantities as possible. They should 
have Hanover, and would also do well to have 
a cross of Domino to add to Misstep’s one crogs, 
A too strong return of Domino (as through a 
High Time mare) is, however, practically cer- 
tain to limit the ability of the offspring to short 
distances. 


Quite naturally all these conditions can not be 
met with any one mare. And quite naturally the 
actual results, which can not be ascertained until 
several crops of Misstep’s foals have raced, will 
not agree with all these suggestions, if with any. 
But the above recommendations, based on a study 
of many pedigrees of successful horses, indicate 
where lies the greatest percentage of chances 
for success, as far as bloodlines are concerned. 
In every mating the very important matters of 
conformation and temperament should be con- 
sidered in addition to the pedigrees. 


To make the recommendations more definite I 
would say that mares by *Star Shoot, *Durbar 
II, *Hourless and Sir Barton would make ideal 
mates for Misstep, assuming, of course, the fit- 
ness of the remainder of the pedigree. Other 
names that might well be included in the pedi- 
grees of Misstep’s mates: *Rock Sand, Persim- 
mon, Dark Ronald, Carbine, *Chicle, *Dis Done, 
*Sir Gallahad III, *North Star III, *Negofol, 
Man o’ War, *McGee, *Sea King, *Omar Khay- 
yam, St. James, *Waygood, *Wrack.

N this connection it might be well to call at- 

tention to Upset, the sire of Misstep, stand- 
ing at the C. V. Whitney Farm at an advertised 
fee of $500. Upset, a contemporary of Man 0’ 
War and the only horse which ever defeated the 
great Glen Riddle chestnut, was a racer of 
excellent speed and stamina. He was beaten a 
head in the Kentucky Derby and was second to 
Man o’ War in the Preakness and Travers. His 
victories included the Latonia Derby, 11% miles. 
The pedigree of Upset contains no St. Simon, no 
Isonomy, no Hampton, one remote cross of Bend 
Or. It would be no bad idea to send him mares 
with those four horses as ancestors. It will be 
noticed that Misstep, his best son, was out of 
a mare of such breeding. St. Theresa was es- 
pecially strong in Bend Or and St. Simon. The 
only other son of Upset which ranked with the 
best company was Windy City, winner of the 
1929 American Derby. Windy City’s dam, *Alli- 
van, was inbred to Bend Or and Galopin (St. 
Simon’s sire) and had one cross of St. Simon. 

These have been the most successful crosses 
for Upset to date, though Dowagiac was out of 
a mare by Hessian (by *Watercress), second dam 
by *St. Gatien; Dinah Did Upset was out of a 
mare by Colin (Domino inbreeding), second dam 
by Burgomaster; and All Upset, a moderate 


horse, was from a mare by Disguise (Domino 
inbreeding), second dam by Celt (more Domino), 
third dam by Hamburg 
Domino’s half-sister). 
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*NEA LAP IN AMERICA 


#A7EA LAP, Phar Lap’s 5-year-old sister, posed 

N for her picture at her new home, the Green- 
tree Farm, last week, and her likeness now 
adorns the front cover of THE BLOOD-HORSE. The 
mare makes an excellent appearance, having 
stood the long journey remarkably well. She 
is about 16 hands at the withers, light-bodied, a 
bit angular, with moderate bone and a general 
racy appearance. She also has a lot of that in- 
definite asset known loosely as “character.” 


An interesting development of last week was 
the fact that there is a possibility the mare may 
be raced before she assumes the role as a brood- 
mare for which she was imported by John Hay 
Whitney. Major Louie A. Beard, manager of 
the Whitney Thoroughbred interests, last week 
indicated that such a course was being seriously 
considered. It is not at all likely that *Nea Lap 
would be raced this winter, but she could very 
well be put in training next year. 

John J. Gatenby, of New Zealand, who sold 
the mare to Mr. Whitney and delivered her to 
him in New York, believes *Nea Lap would race 
well in America. She is a racer of very high 
class, he believes, and, having been raced only 
lightly, should be able to show excellent form 
here. If it is decided not to run her again, she 
will probably be bred to The Porter next spring. 


Mr. Gatenby contracted with Mr. Whitney to 
deliver *Nea Lap in New York safe and sound 
and subject to veterinary examination. It was 
because of this unusual agreement that he de- 
cided to take personal charge of the shipment. 
The mare was provided with a box stall and 
exercising ring on the deck and took daily walks 
during the 40-day journey from Australia across 
the Pacific Ocean, through the Panama Canal 
and up the coast to New York, whence she was 
shipped by train to the Greentree Farm at Lex- 
ington. 

Returning from New York to his home at 
Hawke’s Bay, New Zealand, via Los Angeles, Mr. 
Gatenby arrived in Lexington Friday, Novem- 
ber 11, and remained over until Monday of this 
week. He was a guest at the Thoroughbred 
Club luncheon of November 11, at which he ex- 
pressed his appreciation of American sportsman- 
ship. Later he visited the office of THE BLOOD- 
HoRSE, and during his four-day stay in Lexing- 
ton he saw several of the leading breeding es- 
tablishments. Mr. Gatenby is a sheep farmer in 
new Zealand and Tasmania. Thoroughbreds are 
a sideline with him, and he breeds only three or 
four mares and races a few horses. He pur- 
chased *Nea Lap as a yearling for 60 guiness 
because she had two crosses of Musket. Her 
name, he explained apologetically, is not as good 
as it ought to be. It is a play on the name of 
her older brother: Phar Lap, Nea(r) Lap. Phar 
Lap was not so famous when *Nea Lap was 
named. 


Mr. Gatenby stated that *Nea Lan’s actual 
class was much better than her record indicates. 
He said that neither he nor his trainer could 
be present to supervise her breaking. but en- 
trusted the job to a lad whom they discovered 
later to have “mauled her about” considerably, 
with the result that she was not got into condi- 
tion to race at all as a 2-year-old. At three she 
was placed in a couple of races and at four, ac- 


cording to Mr. Gatenby, she won five races when 
racing in good company. 

Asked concerning the reports that Ammon Ra 
might be sent to America to race, Mr. Gatenby 
gave it as his opinion that no such course would 
be likely, since Ammon Ra bled in one of his 
recent races and because of the fact that he is 
“a Sunday horse,” an “in-and-outer.”” Ammon 
Ra, he said, might not like the American tracks, 
since he has a peculiar deformity which might 
affect him more adversely here than in the Anti- 
podes. The Limond gelding, he explained, is not 
only pigeon-toed, but has a fore foot that turns 
inward at an awkward angle. Peter Pan, the 
3-year-old which has recently won the A. J. C. 
Derby and the Melbourne Cup, is owned by R. R. 
Dangar, a wealthy man who is not likely to be 
tempted by any of the rich American handicaps. 


“BUG ALLOWANCES” 


HE allowance of 5 pounds or 10 pounds to 

apprentice jockeys, under certain conditions, 
is without doubt an incentive to give the em- 
bryo riders an opportunity to ride and improve 
by constant practice, but, like other so-called im- 
provements, it has given rise to an abuse. Our 
best old-time riders are nowadays discarded, in 
order to take advantage of the apprentice weight 
allowance. Too often our more experienced 
jockeys have to stand down, while they watch 
their rivals cavorting in the field. To put it 
tersely, a jockey’s period of constant employ- 
ment is virtually at an end after he becomes 21 
years of age, and by so doing loses his “bug,” 
as racing phraseology terms it. Why then trou- 
ble to make a good rider, if he is to be shelved at 
the virtual commencement of his career? 

Owners and trainers assert, as a reason for 
preferring to ride apprentices, first, that the 
weight allowance is an item. and. secondly, that 
the youngsters are more willing to take chances 
and court dangers which a more experienced 
jockey would be loth to take advantage of. In, 
other words an older and more experienced rider 
would not take a chance of injuring himself and 
other riders. even if it afforded him an oppor- 
tunity of gaining an advantage. 

On behalf of the older riders it may be said 
that many of them are married men, with fami- 
lies denvendent upon them. and they would not 
be iustified in rushing headlong into danger. At 
that, there are manv—it might be said a ma- 
joritv—among the older riders who are at all 
times willing to take advantage of any opening, 
so long as it is not unfair to their fellow pro- 
fessionals. Take thé outstanding best riders of 
today. and compare,the number of their mounts 
with those of a fashionable apprentice. The 
seale of weiehts, with apprentice allowances. 
militates against the riders who have reached 
vears of experience and discretion. and it is such 
a. state of affairs which induces many good riders 
to forsake their profession, or perhaps to take 
service abroad where the scale of weights is 
not so exacting, and enables them to earn a fair 
livelihood. 

If apprentices are to be encouraged without 
detriment to experienced riders, and so long as 
the scale of weights remains as at present, why 
not have races framed exclusively for their bene- 
fit? But do not banish the older riders from 
their sphere of usefulness and employment.

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P. T. CHINN’S TIMONIUM SALE 


HIRTY yearlings and 33 broodmares, ship- 

ped from Lexington, were sold for Phil T. 
Chinn and his clients by the Maryland Blood- 
stock Agency at its sales pavilion at Timonium, 
Md., on the evening of Friday, November 11. 
The yearlings brought $11,350, average $378.33; 
the broodmares, $7,455, average $225.91. The 
entire 63 head brought $18,805, average $298.49. 
The broodmares all were consigned by Old Hick- 
ory Farm (Colonel Chinn), the yearlings by Old 
Hickory Farm, Mereworth Stud (W. J. Salmon), 
Orlandale Stud (ownership not stated) and 
Monietta Farm (A. E. Hundley and Son). The 
nine Mereworth yearlings averaged $224.44; nine 
Old Hickory yearlings, $455.55; four from Or- 
landale Stud, $568.75; eight from Monietta, 
$369.38. 


A large crowd was present, but Auctioneer 
George A. Bain had a hard time eliciting bids, 
especially on yearlings. All the yearlings ex- 
cept those from Monietta Farm had been tried 
at the Timonium track, but untried ones appeared 
to sell as well as the tried. A chestnut filly by 
Stimulus—*Sagacity which had sold at Saratoga 
for $600 was knocked down to W. N. Lipscomb 
for $225. 

The highest yearling price was $1,750, paid 
by Max Hirsch for the chestnut colt by Chil- 
howee out of Stefally, by *Stefan the Great, 
which had worked a furlong in :11 4-5. 

No heavy bidders were at the sale, but a num- 
ber of Maryland breeders made action fairly 
lively at times. Top prices among the mares 
were two $550 bids. S. W. Labrot paid that 
amount for Variety, a near-relative to Top 
Flight and due to foal to Chance Play, and the 
Anall Stable got Circus Rider, in foal to Which- 
one. for the same amount. W. W. Vaughan for 
$525 purchased Appearance, due to foal to Cru- 
sader. Among others at the ringside were Major 
John F. Wall and Major Dean. of the Remount 
Service. C. G. Herring. of Bridgewater, Va., 
was shopping for bargains. With him was D. 
N. Rust, Jr.. of Leesburg. Va., who ran up the 
bidding on Variety. Max Hirsch and Mose Low- 
enstein were among the trainers. Among the 
Maryland breeders present were L. FE. Keiffer 
with his manager Harry Rites, S. W. Labrot 
with his stud master Humphrey S. Finney, J. 
W. Y. Martin and C. W. Williams. 

Colonel Chinn-arrived in Baltimore with a se- 
vere cold and was confined to his room for sev- 
eral days, not being well enough on the night of 
the sale to leave his bed. He had not recovered 
sufficiently to return to Lexington on Tuesday 
of this week. 

At the dispersal of the Himyar Stud of Col- 
onel Chinn in May, 1931. a number of mares 
were knocked down to a T. A. Baldwin. These 
remained at Old Hickory Farm, and at the 
Timonium sale last week an even dozen of them 
were consigned as the property of Old Hickory 
Farm. In the 1931 sale. when seven of them 
had foals, they and their sucklings sold for a 
total of $15.200. At Timonium, the same mares, 
now in foal to good stallions. brought a total 
of $3,290. These mares which passed through 
two sales were *Almandine II, Appearance, Baby 
Buzzard, Circus Rider, High Blue, Explore, Nel- 
ile Kelly, Nobility, Polygamia, Quick Time, Tad 
Dondas, Fama. Every one of them showed a 
decline in price.

E. J. TRANTER SALES 


HE BLOOD-HORSE includes in this issue the 
summaries for the first and second sessions 
of the largest combination sale E. J. Tranter, 
president of the Fasig-Tipton Company of New 
York, has ever held in Lexington. These two 
sessions, held Monday afternoon and evening, 
November 14, at the Lexington Sales Paddock, 
were attended by good crowds, including buyers 
from several sections of the country. John W. 
Bain filled his usual place as auctioneer. Prices 
received were in keeping with those of other 
markets this year. At the first session 98 head, 
of which 84 were broodmares, sold for $28,670, 
average $292.55. This sale embraced the first 
116 numbers in the big catalogue. Thirteen were 
passed out without a bid, five were not offered. 
One of the latter, a weanling bay colt by Sweep 
—Misdeal, by Sir Wilfred, from Andrew K. 
Stone’s consignment, had died shortlv before the 
sale. The evening sale consisted of 71 yearlings 
and a 2-year-old. The yearlings brought a total 
of $19,125, the 2-year-old $245, a total for the 
evening sale of $19,370, average $282.59. 
How the average for this year’s sale is com- 
paring with those of the last three previous 
years may be seen from the following tabulation.

For last year’s entire sale, broodmares aver- 
aged $246.50, yearlings $423.63, weanlings 


$245.83, horses in training $127.75. 
The finest broodmare consignment of the sale, 
21 head from Hamburg Place, now the property 


of Edward Madden and the estate of his brother, 
Joseph M., sold Monday afternoon, bringing $16,- 
595, average $790. The four highest prices of 
the session went for mares in this consignment. 
Manager Richard McMahon bought Ripe Grape, 
in foal to Man o’ War, for $5,300 for the ac- 
count Warren Wright’s Calumet Farm. Con- 
tending bidder here was Walter R. Cox, repre- 
senting A. H. Cosden of Southold, L. I. Specta- 
tors noted, with some amusement, the fact that 
during the bidding on this mare, two former 
famous trotting horse drivers, sitting side by 
side, representing two prominent figures in trot- 
ting horse circles, were now competing for run- 
ning stock, to which Mr. Cosden has _ trans- 
ferred his chief sporting interest and to which 
Mr. Wright appears to be in the process of 
changing. After Mr. Cox’s last bid of $5,200 had 
been raised a hundred by Mr. McMahon, Mr. Cox 
audibly consigned his rival to a well known des- 
tination. Calumet Farm bought three other 
mares out of the consignment, Annie Jordan (in 
foal to Victorian) $1,300, Three Stars (in foal to 
Man o’ War) $1,100 and Tea (in foal to Blue 
Larkspur) $800. Major Louie A. Beard, bidding 
for John Hay Whitney’s Llangollen Stud, paid 
the second highest price of the day, $3,000, for 
Janet Blair, in foal to Blue Larkspur. No mare 
outside the Hamburg Place consignment brought 
more than $875. 


Three stallions were sold, all at low prices. 
M. N. Porter, representing James C. Ellis, of 
Owensboro, president of the Dade Park Jockey 
Club, obtained Sweep On from the W. R. Coe 
consignment for $200. The United States Re- 
mount Service paid $150 for Lovely Manners, 
sold to dissolve the partnership of Mrs. Ethel 
Cooper Hauk, of Dayton, Ohio, and Eugene 
Rucker, of Georgetown, Ky. The Remount also 
obtained Galetian from George D. Widener’s 
consignment for $300. Besides buying the two 
stallions, the Remount got a number of mares 
at the auction and also came into possession of 
eight mares from the Swingalong Stud, Inc., 
which were knocked down to John Muth for 
$50 each. Harry S. Hart, managing director 
of the Swingalong Stud, had made a pre-sale 
arrangement with the Remount Service by which 
every mare in the consignment which failed to 
bring more than $50 was to be presented to the 
Remount. 

At the evening session the 2-year-old Tybal 
was sold for $245 to Mrs. J. A. Blackwood, of 
Rochester, Mich. The others were all vearlings, 
numbering 71. These and the three yearlings sold 
during the afternoon brought the total of year- 
lings for the first day to 74. Top price among 
these was the $1,600 which Mose Goldblatt. of 
Cincinnati, paid for a colt by Upset—Dendera 
out of the C. V. Whitney consignment. The 
Whitney yearlings, numbering 15, sold for a to- 
tal of $6,920, average $461.33. Sixteen from the 
Whitney farm had been catalogued. but the year- 
ling sister to Notebook was not offered. 

An interesting development of the evening sale 
was the bidding of former State Senator H. S. 
Caywood, of North Middletown, Ky. Mr. Cay- 
wood, a widely known farmer and stockman, 
during his service in the state senate was con- 
sistently opposed to the pari-mutuel law. Con- 
sequently it was with some surprise that the 
spectators who were familiar with his legislative 
record noted his frequent bids. Eight yearlings 
from the Xalapa Farm of his friend and neigh- 
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bor Edward F. Simms were knocked down to 


him for $4,550. Summary:

MARYLAND 


THE LAST MEETING. 

HE last meeting of the Maryland season, that 

at Bowie, is now under way. The first two 
days of this week were devoted to charity. The 
meeting opened with excellent weather conditions 
and a fast track. Neither of the two charity 
days had any races of unusual value, but good 
fields turned out for both programs. The 
amount to be turned over to the fund for unem- 
ployment relief in Maryland from the two days 
of racing was not available at the time THE 
BLOOD-HORSE went to press, but it is undoubtedly 
a good sum. 

Pimlico’s last week was marred to some extent 
by track and weather conditions. Tuesday, No- 
vember 8, Dark Secret won the Bowie Handi- 
cap, 1% miles, over a deep muddy track and 
through a steady drizzle of rain. Wednesday, 
Tred Avon, Maryland’s pride, was winner of the 
Pimlico Graded Handicap, Class A, carrying top 
weight of 126 pounds and beating a moderate 
field. Ral Parr’s Ladino won Class B of the 
Graded Handicaps and the Sage Stable’s Blond- 
ish took Class C. Thursday, with the track 
still muddy from a cheerless rain of the previous 
day, the sprinters Hygro and Pilate hooked up 
for the main bout of the afternoon, Pilate com- 
ing off victorious. Good weather returned Thurs- 
day and helped the track a little, but Friday was 
again a dreary day, despite which a great crowd 
turned out for the Armistice Day program. Fea- 
ture of this day was the Walden Handicap in 
which War Glory, suiting his name to the oc- 
casion, scored an easy win. The Riggs Handi- 
cap, run Saturday, was the final stakes race of 
the meeting. It saw a return to good form of 
the French-hred *White Clover II, which first 
gained attention in high-class company by his 
good races at Maryland a year ago. 

The Bowie meeting runs through Tuesday, No- 
vember 29. It now holds the center of the stage 
as the only racing meeting being conducted in 
North America. 


COLTILETTI’S LICENSE REVOKED. 

The Maryland Racing Commission, meeting 
at Bowie. November 14, revoked the license of 
Jockey Frank Coltiletti, suspended for foul rid- 
ine on Garden Message in the Walden Handicap 
of November 11 (see page 565). Jockey M. Cal- 
vert, suspended for an unsatisfactory ride on 
Solace in the sixth race at Pimlico November 
12, was extended to December 1. No announce- 
ment was made concerning the case of Jockey 
Hank Mills who was suspended for foul riding 
in the Pimlico Futurity. 


DARK SECRET’S BOWIE HANDICAP. 

The track was muddy, fetlock-deep, and a 
drizzling rain was falling at Pimlico November 
8. when five horses went to the post for the 
twenty-fourth running of the Bowie Handicap 
($5,000 added. 3-year-olds, 1%, miles). Odds-on 
favorite, at 9 to 10. was the Wheatley Stable’s 
Dark Secret. which had top weight of 112 pounds 
and was ridden by A. Robertson. The race was 
no task for the favorite.

to the front from the barrier and as soon as he 
was going steadily took a good hold, keeping him © 
well out from the rail in the better going.

WAR GLORY WINS THE WALDEN. 

Not inappropriately, the winner of the twenty- 
sixth Walden Handicap ($5,000 added, 2-year- 
olds, 1 1-16 miles), run on Armistice Day, Novem- 
ber 11, at Pimlico, was a colt called War Glory. 
Not inappropriate was the circumstance that he 
came back injured. He was cut down behind. 
Grouped with five others in the mutuel betting 
field, he had up the lowest weight, 100 pounds, 
and was ridden by Jockey Don Meade. The 
muddy track appeared to be to his advantage, 
and he profited also by the bumping and fouling 
that went on behind him in the race. War Glory 
went to the front on the backstretch, taking a 
short lead, and drew away slightly on the turn 
and in the homestretch until at the finish he was 
two lengths ahead of G. H. Bostwick’s Garden 
Message (110), also a member of the field. Gar- 
den Message, however, was disqualified for foul- 
ing and J. E. Widener’s Golden Way (114), 
which had finished two and a half lengths behind 
him, was awarded second money. F. A. Grif- 
fith’s Sarada (113), which came in lapped half- 
way on Golden Way, was awarded third money, 
and the Greentree Stable’s Easy Day (10614) 
some four lengths farther back, was given fourth. 
Behind these came Caesars Ghost (113), Wave 
On (113), Pomponius (116), Balios (115), Silent 
Shot (103), Notebook (112), Acautaw (113), 
Illusive (10514). The race was an unfortunate 
series of incidents. At the start Golden Way 
bumped Easy Day and interfered with the filly 
before she was well under way, and suffered to 
some extent himself. On the first turn Sarada 
was shuffled back to last place. In the back- 
stretch Golden Way, coming up on the outside, 
closed on War Glory and Garden Message, which 
were setting the pace while under restraint. As 
the field turned into the homestretch War Glory 
drew out slightly, and F. Coltiletti, on Garden 
Message, steered his mount a little wide to avoid 
the deeper going on the rail, and in so doing

Plodding along over a lap and a half of the 
drying-out Pimlico track, the Foxcatcher Farms 
Stable’s *White Clover II (114) let the leaders 
come back to him and scored a half-length victory 
over A. C. Bostwick’s Mate (120), favorite for the 
seventh running of the Riggs Handicap ($10,000 
added, 3-year-olds and up, 11% miles) at Pimlico 
on the closing day, November 12. The Greentree 
Stable’s St. Brideaux (113), which had taken the 
lead from Dark Secret (3-y-o, 107) after a mile, 
weakened in the stretch and finished third, two 
lengths behind Mate and a dozen lengths ahead 
of the Shandon Farm Stable’s Evergold (3-y-o, 
98). The three which failed to collect any of the 
prize money were Tred Avon (117), Dark Secret, 
Blenheim (116). With the exception of the win- 
ner and Tred Avon, every starter in the Riggs 
was running his second 1'%4-mile race of the 
week. Mate, St. Brideaux and Blenheim had run 
in the Whitney Gold Cup at Belmont Park and 
Dark Secret and Evergold had run one-two in 
the Bowie Handicap at Pimlico. Dark Secret 
went out to set a fast pace, and when the fiel¢ 
was in the backstretch C. Kurtsinger made his 
move with St. Brideaux and easily ran past the 
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3-year-old, which now quit badly. The move, 
apparently made too soon, burned St. Brideaux 
out and he had nothing left for the challenge of 
Mate in the stretch. Mate went by, but he too 
was weakening and the 6-year-old French-bred 
gelding came from behind and found him easy 
taking. Tred Avon, strongly fancied, evidently 
found the distance too great.

HANK YANKED. 


The crowding and interference on the first 
turn in the Pimlico Futurity puzzled the stew- 
ards at Pimlico. Their investigations fixed the 
major part of the guilt upon Jockey Hank Mills. 
Brought before the officials, young Mills, who 
had ridden Notebook in the race, pleaded guilty 
to the charge of having grabbed the bridle reins 
of Wave On and Sarada. Monday of last week it 
was announced that Mills was suspended for the 
remainder of the meeting and that his case was 
referred to the Maryland Racing Commission 
for further action. A month earlier Silvio Coucci, 
Mills’ great rival this season, laid hold of a sad- 
dle cloth at Laurel Park. He was suspended, 
later reinstated on the “guarantee” of Major 
Louie A. Beard. 


DEATH OF C. W. WILSON. 


C. William Wilson, formerly employed with 
stable of H. T. Archibald, was killed when his 
car crashed into the railing of the North Avenue 
bridge in Baltimore. Wilson fell over the rail- 
ing and dropped 80 feet to his death. His com- 
panion in the car, Miss Myrtle Cobell, escaped 
with a few slight injuries. 


DEATH OF MISS KUNKEL. 


Miss Beatrice Kunkel, for a number of years 
secretary to Janon Fisher, Jr., of the Maryland 
Bloodstock Agency, died Saturday afternoon, 
November 12, as a result of injuries sustained 
when she fell from a horse.

UNITED HUNTS. 


HE one-day meeting of the United Hunts 

Racing Association was held election day, 
Tuesday, November 8, at Belmont Park, and two 
days later the course was under a winter coat- 
ing of straw. Racing activities have ended for the 
year in the Empire State. 

The United Hunts meeting played to its small- 
est audience last week. Fewer than 5,000 were 
in the crowd. A muddy track, a cold wind and 
a gloomy sky kept other thousands away. But 
the United Hunts members, a band of wealthy 
sports lovers, insist on having their fun even if 
they have to be miserable to do it. The program 
they offered was even more ambitious than 
usual. 

The Temple Gwathmey Memorial Steeplechase 
Handicap, the principal stakes race, fell to the 
Sanford Stud Farm Stable’s *Golden Meadow, 
which appears a potential champion in America 
after having been a mediocre jumper in France. 
But the race which attracted the most general 
interest was the first running of the Whitney 
Gold Cup, a handicap in which the nominating 
owners raced for their own money and a trophy. 
It is the plan of the management to develop this 
race into a leading American distance test. 

In the third race on the program, the amateur 
G. H. Bostwick was riding Moonstruck. Put to 
a drive, the Mad Hatter gelding closed ground 
near the finish and was third. Then, as Mr. 
Bostwick pulled him up, he dropped dead. In the 
next race, the Whitney Gold Cup, A. C. Bost- 
wick’s Mate had been handicapped at 116 pounds 
and Earl Steffen had been engaged to ride him. 
Steffen, however, was delayed and G. H. Bost- 
wick immediately offered to ride his brother's 
colt, although he could not make less than 120 
pounds, four pounds overweight. Unfortunately 
the overweight was enough to defeat Mate, for 
he was beaten only a head by Blenheim. 

The Greentree Stable won the first race with 
Curacao and took the second, the Cherry Malotte 
Steeplechase, with Jack Anthony. 


*GOLDEN MEADOW’S FINE RACE. 


Years of concentration on the development of 
steeplechasers have borne fruit for the Sanford 
Stud Farm Stable, of which the venerable John 
Sanford is the owner. Its jumpers this year 
have quite positively “ruled the roost.” *Tourist 
II proved himself a standout during his short 
campaign this year and other members of the 
Amsterdam string have done well. At Saratoga 
Trainer Hollie Hughes introduced to the public 
a French gelding, *Golden Meadow, which won 
in runaway style. It was his only start in 
America up to November 8, when he was one 
of six in the ninth running of the Temple 
Gwathmey Memorial Steeplechase Handicap 
($5,000 added, 4-year-olds and up, about 214 
miles) at the United Hunts meeting. *Tourist 
II was also entered for this event, but was with- 
drawn. *Golden Meadow, carrying 153 pounds 
and ridden by A. Pikor, needed no help. He 
pulled away from the Foxcatcher Farms Stable’s 
King’s Crier (136), which had been disputing the 
lead with him, after the fourth jump and drew 
away easily, though running under restraint. 
He jumped boldly all the way and had enough 
left at the end that, after clearing the sixteenth 
and last obstacle with a lead of six lengths, he 
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was able to add four more lengths to his mar- 
gin of victory before the finish was reached. 
Mrs. Marshall Field’s Outlaw (139) was a tir- 
ing second, 1% lengths ahead of Mrs. Thomas 
W. Durant’s St. Francis (137). Mrs. John Hay 
Whitney's Green Cheese (163), odds-on favorite, 
was last of those which finished. He landed 
badly at the twelfth jump when making a bold 
challenge and dropped back badly. *Cree lost 
his rider at the fourteenth jump, and King’s 
Crier at the fifteenth. Time, 4:55 2-5, track 
muddy. Stakes division, $8,975 and cup, $1,000, 
$500.

THE WHITNEY GOLD CUP. 


” The Whitney Gold Cup Handicap (sweep- 
stakes of $50 each, starters to pay $100 addi- 
tional to winner, gold cup added by association, 
3-year-olds and up, 115 miles), a stakes event 
which, it is hoped, will develop into one of the 
leading distance races of America, had its first 
running, over a muddy track, at the United 
Hunts meeting at Belmont Park on election day. 
Three good horses went to the post, and there 
was a general disposition after the race to be- 
lieve that, as the race was run, the worst horse 
won and the best ran last. The winner was the 
Wheatley Stable’s Blenheim (114), which beat 
A. C. Bostwick’s Mate (120) by a head. The 
Greentree Stable’s St. Brideaux (115), was last, 
four lengths behind the leaders. The three got 
away to a walk-up start, of which St. Brideaux 
disapproves. He got away so badly that he had 
lost some dozen lengths before he started run- 
ning. Meantime Blenheim and Mate ran head- 
and-head for the first turn of the 114-mile Bel- 
mont track. On the turn Blenheim drew out. 
At the end of half a mile Blenheim had a lead 
of two lengths and Mate was still 10 lengths 
ahead of the Greentree:colt. Half-way down the 
backstretch, G. H. Bostwick, the amateur rider, 
sent his brother’s colt forward to challenge Blen- 
heim’s lead. Tommy Malley had Blenheim out 
a short distance from the rail. He waited until 
Mate was lapped a little on Blenheim, then eased 


toward the rail and forced Mate back. Mr. 
Bostwick then steered for the outside and on 
the turn Malley promptly took him wide. Still 
Mate had a game challenge to make, and he 
made it in the closing furlongs, but to no avail. 
Though Blenheim was yielding ground slowly at 
the finish, he still had a lead of a head. All the 
time Blenheim and Mate were disputing the lead, 
St. Brideaux was making up ground on them. 
He finished beaten four lengths, going fastest 
of all. The winner was the outsider in the field, 
paying 9 to 2. The time was excellent, consider- 
ing the track, :24 3-5, :49, 1:14 2-5, 1:39 1-5, 
2:05, 2:31 3-5, track muddy. Stakes, $600 and 
cup to winner, nothing to second and third.

The As- 
sociation ran large advertisements in the major 
California newspapers in opposition to the bill, 
in the belief that the sport would not be bene- 
fited if permitted under the conditions provided 
for.

$2,000, was the day’s feature. Though it carried 
the name of the old fixture, it was not a stakes 
race, nor did it attract a field of stakes class. 
The winner was La Feria, a good filly in the 
stable of Dr. F. A. Wehle, of Lexington. The 4- 
year-old daughter of Ladkin and Tonala, by 
Broomstick, was an easy winner, by 214 lengths, 
over E. Bischoff’s Orchestration at the end of 
24%, miles. Old Royal Julian, which J. W. Snyder 
recently claimed for $2,100 from Lon White- 
house, was third, 12 lengths farther back. Eleven 
ran. The winner was trained by the successful 
young trainer Jack Howard. La Feria, the win- 
ner, has won 11 out of 35 starts this year. 

The management, through its approved chan- 
nels, is letting it be known that the Latonia 
meeting resulted in a loss.

BETTING STATISTICS. 

ACE track betting in Canada in 1932 again 

showed a marked decline from the figures 
of the previous year, since the total amounts 
wagered on all tracks in 328 days’ racing amount- 
ed to only $28,683,682 as against $33,377,786 for 
326 days racing in 1931, a decrease of $4,694,104, 
or some 14 per cent. 

While the decrease was general all over the 
Dominion, the continued popularity of the sport 
in the city of Toronto was evidenced by the fact 
that the only racetrack showing increased bet- 
ting for the year, Thorncliffe Park, is located 
in that city, both the spring and fall meetings 
at this track showing increases. In addition, 
both Dufferin Park and Long Branch, also in 
Toronto, showed increases in their fall meetings 
as compared with the fall meetings of 1931, 
although not sufficient to offset decreases in 
their spring meetings. At Kenilworth Park, 
Windsor, and Whittier Park, Winnipeg, the bet- 
ting at the fall meeting also was larger than at 
the corresponding meeting in 1931, but not suf- 
ficiently so to balance a decrease at the spring 
meeting. 

The closing of Delorimier Park, Montreal, 
caused a considerable reduction in racetrack bet- 
ting in that city, but two seven-day meetings 
were held at Niagara Falls, Ont., instead of one 
as was the case last year, while six days’ racing 
took place at Regina, where none was held in 
1931. There were three extra days’ racing at 
Hastings Park, Vancouver, and one extra day 
at Victoria Park, Calgary, Alta., and Colwood 
Park, Victoria, B. C. No racing took place at 
Lethbridge, Alta., and Claresholm, Alta., where 
one-day meetings were held last year. 

The total amount wagered in the Province of 
Quebec in 1932 was $3,181,257, as against $5,- 
237,716 in 1931, a decrease of $2,056,459, or 39 
per cent, but there were only 70 days’ racing 


as compared with 84 the previous year. The 
totals for the various tracks were as follows:

For the nine tracks in the Province of On- 
tario, the decrease is only 6 per cent, but here 
there was an increase of seven days’ racing at 
Niagara Falls. The total amount wagered in the 
province was $18,773,467, as compared with $20,- 
009,700 in 1931. 

As before indicated, Thorncliffe showed an 
increase, from $2,851,062 in 1931 to $2,918,613 
in 1932, while at Niagara Falls $1,311,354 was 
wagered in 14 days’ racing in 1932 as against 
$595,422 for seven days in 1931. For the other 
seven Ontario tracks the amounts are as fol-

The only race tracks operated in Manitoba are 
Polo Park and Whittier Park, Winnipeg, and for 
these two tracks the total amount wagered was 
$2,472,246, as against $3,101,504 in 1931, a de- 
crease of $629,258, or 20 per cent. The amount 
wagered at Polo Park was $1,182,068, which was 
27 per cent below last year, while the figure for 


Whittier Park was $1,290,178, a decrease of 12 
per cent. 

Two six-day meetings were held in Saskatche- 
wan in connection with the summer exhibitions 
at Saskatoon and Regina respectively. At Sas- 
katoon $175,316 was wagered as against $179,- 
702 in 1931, while at Regina, where no meeting 
was held last year, $190,124 was wagered. 

The total amount wagered in the Province of 
Alberta for 33 days’ racing was $1,114,395, as 
compared with $1,350,907 for 34 days’ racing in 
1931, a decrease of $236,512, or 17 per cent; the 
figures for the various tracks being as follows:

A very small two-day meeting was held at 
Red Deer, but the total betting was only $919. 

In British Columbia, the total betting for 59 
days’ racing was $2,776,877, as against $3,498,257 
for 55 days’ racing in 1931, a decrease of $721,- 
380, or 20 per cent. At Hastings Park, Van- 
couver, where three extra days’ racing were held 
as compared with last year, the total betting 
amounted to $676,625 as against $606,595 in 1931. 
At Brighouse Park, the amount wagered in 1932 
was $836,983, decrease 29 per cent; Lansdowne 
Park, $830,490, decrease 20 per cent; Colwood 
Park, $263,692, decrease 32 per cent, and Willows 
Park, $169,087, decrease 40 per cent. 

In order to meet the situation brought about 
by the greatly reduced revenue, most racing as- 
sociations have found it necessary to make re- 
ductions in the value of purses offered, and to 
cut down in expenditures wherever possible. Not- 
withstanding this fact, there has been no lack 
of horses, and the great majority of races have 
been well filled, while the quality of the racing 
has been well up to the standard of former years. 

The Daily Double form of betting, which was 
introduced last year, has continued in popularity, 
and this year-has been used on practically every 
race track in Canada. 

Another form of novelty betting, known as 
the Quinella, or one-two bet, whereby the bettor 
is required to back the horses finishing first and 
second, was introduced on a number of tracks 
during the season, and was also found to be very 
popular. Betting, both on the Daily Double and 
the Quinella was, of course, carried on under the 
pari-mutuel system. 

In their order of importance as racing centers, 
as indicated by the race track betting figures for 
1932, the cities of Canada may be listed in the 
following order:

These figures have been obtained by a 
check-up of our racing records, but we believe 
them to be accurate, and they are here published 
as a tribute to Canada’s premier Turf associa- 
tion for its splendid work in building up the Thor- 
oughbred breeding industry of this country.”

MARGUERITE’S PRESTIGE 


By E. C. SMITH 


4AT interesting and valuable table compiled 

by Miss Kane and published in THE BLOop- 
HORSE, showing the names of all mares which 
produced the winners of more than $100,000, 
naturally does not show the tragedy, if the word 
may be applied in such cases, of those that miss- 
ed by a narrow margin entry into the double 
honor roll, that select list of dams of more than 
one winner with $100.000 to his, or her, credit. 

The outstanding unfortunate in such a list un- 
doubtedly is Marguerite, herself a non-winner of 
a race. By Celt out of *Fairy Ray, by Radium, 
Marguerite in two years sent to the races two 
such sterling performers as Petee-Wrack and 
Gallant Fox, but still missed the double honor 
roll by a little more than $1,000. 

Gallant Fox blazed such a brilliant 3-year-old 
trail that his name and his performances are fa- 
miliar to all. Petee-Wrack, his half-brother by 
*Wrack, did not ascend to the heights attained 
by the son of *Sir Gallahad III, but in these 
days of rough and ready racing, any horse 
which can win the Travers at three, the Metro- 
politaa at four and the Suburban at five, rates 
near the top 

A majority of the winners of $100,000 or more 
amassed a good part of their total in their juve- 
nile year. In fact, the major portion of it witu 
many was due entirely to 2-year-old racing. 
This is where Petee-Wrack fell down. He did 
not win at all until his 3-year-old form. There 
are many who believe to this day, that he might 
have been the victor in the Futurity won by 


— 


Anita Peabody, except for some unhappy inci. 
dents of the running, and that he surely woul 
have been placed. 


Petee-Wrack is credited with having won $9. 
990. Second, or even third money in the Fy. 
turity would easily have landed him in the Silver 
Circle, the position which has been allotted horses 
whose winning totals have reached six figures, 

Petee-Wrack belongs to John R. Macomber, a 
Boston banker and the Huh’s most prominent 
figure in Thoroughbred racing. He began his 
Turf career more than a quarter of a century 
ago by racing ponies at the fashionable Brook. 
line meeting near Boston, when he still was a 
college student. Small Package, one of his win- 
ning ponies of that day, still is, or was a short 
while ago, an honored pensioner at the Macomb. 
er estate at Framingham, Mass. 


His entry into major racing was with steeple- 
chasing. One of the good horses which raced 
for him through the field was Pete the Scribe, 
named for the late Peter Burnaugh, of beloved 
memory, a young Kentuckian who became a Turf 
writer of considerable distinction after having 
been transplanted in New York. 

Pete the Scribe won a steeplechase at Sara- 
toga one day and Mr. Macomber, while not a 
betting man in the usual sense of that term, bet 
$1,000 on him at the prevailing odds of 3 to 1. 
That night he attended the yearling sales and in- 
vested the proceeds of that wager, $3,000, in the 
colt by *Wrack—Marguerite. He was a bargain 
yearling. In naming the colt Mr. Macomber 
combined the name of the sire and the horse 
which had won the purchase price. 

*“Wrack sent many winners to the races, but 
in my opinion no other horse the equal of Petee- 
Wrack, although Single Foot, another son, won 
more money by almost $20,000. The last time 
I saw Petee-Wrack was at Belmont Park the 
day he won the Suburban and he was a picture 
of the real Thoroughbred. If he does not sire 
a real runner some day I will be greatly sur- 
prised. 

To go back to Marguerite. if she missed the 
double honor roll because Petee-Wrack lacked 
$1,010 of getting in the Silver Circle, she still 
is far out in the light as far as the winnings of 
two of her produce is concerned. Gallant Fox’s 
total of $328,165 combined with the winnings of 
Petee-Wrack make the enormous sum of $427,155 
won by two of her offspring. That is more than 
$50,000 ahead of Prudery, her nearest rival, dam 
of Whiskery and Victorian. 


BOB GILMORE AT N. O. 

Robert J. Gilmore, capable trainer, writing 
from New Orleans, tells THE BLOOD-HORSE: 
“Things promise to be very good here for winter 
racing, that is, considering the times. The people 
seem to be enthusiastic and the weather to date 
is wonderful. . . . The Fair Grounds track never 
looked better, and everything looks well toward 
successful racing.”

BAREBACK VICTORY. 


URING the running of the Becher Steeple- 
D chase at the Aintree course, Liverpool, mark- 
ing the opening of the jumping race season in 
England, Thomond II, owned by John Hay Whit- 
ney, the American sportsman, stumbled so violent- 
ly that his saddle slipped out of place. Willie 
Speck, who was riding, performed the extremely 
difficult feat of stripping off the saddle and finish- 
ing the race bareback, with the saddle in his arms 
—and not only that, but won the race by half a 
length. He weighed out with his full weight, 
168 pounds. Second was Mrs. H. M. Hollins’ 
Colliery Band and third was Thomond II’s stable- 
mate, Mrs. Whitney’s Lone Eagle II. Thomond 
was favorite at 3 to 1. 


NEMI’S STAKES VICTORY.

STUD NEWS 


TWO NEW STALLIONS. 
RTHUR B. HANCOCK, master of Claiborne 
Stud at Paris, Ky., and Ellerslie Stud at 
Charlottesville, Va., announcing the fees for the 
stallions at those two famous farms, informed 
THE BLOOD-HORSE that Marshall Field’s Jacopo 
and William Woodward's Sir Andrew are being 
shipped from England late this month and will 
join the already imposing group of horses stand- 
ing under the direction of Mr. Hancock. Jacopo 
will stand at Claiborne and Sir Andrew prob- 
ably will be at Ellerslie. They will arrive early 
in December. , 
Jacopo is a 4-year-old bay son of the Derby 
winner, Sansovino, out of Black Ray, by the St. 
Leger winner, Black Jester. He was bred in 
England by Mr. Field and did all his racing in 
that country. At the end of his 2-year-old sea- 
son he was rated at the top of the Free Handi- 
cap with 133 pounds, even with Portlaw. The 
Bloodstock Breeders’ Review commented: 
“Measuring about 16 hands, Jacopo is a power- 
ful, symmetrically-made colt. He has good ac- 
tion, with a long, sweeping stride. He was foaled 
at Lord Derby’s stud at Newmarket, but reared 
in Ireland. This season he took part in four 
races, and won the first three, namely, the 
Knavesmire Plate at York in the spring, the 
Windsor Castle Stakes at Ascot, and the Mole- 
comb Stakes at Goodwood, worth collectively 
£3,953. His one defeat was endured in the Im- 
perial Produce Stakes at Kempton Park in Oc- 
tober, when he failed by a neck to give Dr. 
Dolittle 11 lb. over six furlongs. Nobody thinks 
any the less of him because of that defeat; in- 
deed, he made a very good impression by the 
determination he displayed in his endeavor to 
beat Doctor Dolittle. The latter had won his 
only previous race, and was then backed in a 
way that suggested he had been well tried. It 
is quite likely, therefore, that Jacopo really ac- 
complished a big feat when he proved himself a 
9 lb. better horse than his conqueror. . . . Of 
one thing we may be reasonably sure—Jacopo 
must be well endowed with stamina. His sire, 
Sansovino, won the Derby, and his grandsires, 
Swynford and Black Jester, both won the St. 
Leger. It may be assumed, perhaps, that the 
necessary finishing speed has been derived from 
Sundridge, the sire of his grandam, Lady Bril- 
liant. A glance at his tabulated pedigree re- 
veals a very impressive line of stallions at the 
fourth remove. They are Isinglass, Tristan, See 
Saw, Doncaster, Cyllene, Melton, Amphion and 
Ayrshire. Galopin comes in three times, once 
through La Fleche (a daughter of St. Simon) 
and twice through Our Lassie.” 
Jacopo’s 3-year-old career was a series of mis- 
fortunes. the sreatest of which was a “chill on 
his liver’ which poisoned his whole system for 
some time. It was this illness which caused him 
to be kept out of the Two Thousand Guineas, 
although the day before that race he was favor- 
ite for the Derby at 100 to 12. It was finally 
decided to start him in the Derby, in which he 
finished seventh to Cameronian. Then he in- 
jured a leg before the St. Leger and was unable 
to compete in that classic. In October he was 
second to the high-class Goyescas in the Cham- 
pion Stakes, 1 1-4 miles, at Newmarket, carry- 
ing equal weight with the winner. His condi- 
tion was doubtful at the time of the Cambridge- 
shire, but it was finally decided to start him, 
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under 129 pounds, a greater weight than any 
horse had ever carried to victory in the race. 
He ran unplaced, bringing to a close a most 
unfortunate season. This year he has started 
four times. His best performance was in the 
Princess of Wales’ Stakes (value £2,720) at New- 
market, 1 1-2 miles, in which he carried 129 
pounds and scored an easy victory, by three 
lengths over Rose en Soleil, Violator, Foxhunter 
and other high-class horses. In his last start 
he conceded eight pounds to the Cambridgeshire 
winner, Disarmament, and was beaten three- 
quarters of a length over a course of 1 1-4 miles.

Our Lassie, Jacopo’s third dam, won the Oaks 
and was a daughter of Yours, the dam of the 
St. Leger winner and_ successful sire, Your 
Majesty. 

Sir Andrew is a brown colt, foaled in 1928 at 
Claiborne Farm, bred and owned by Mr. Wood- 
ward, and shipped by him as a yearling to be 
raced in England. Like Jacopo, he was trained 
by Capt. Cecil Boyd-Rochfort and distinguished 
himself in high-class company. He won one race 
and finished second in two races out of four 
starts at two, all in sweepstakes against good 
company. At three, after running unplaced in 
the Derby, he won the 114-mile Newmarket 
Stakes from Link Boy, Goyescas, and others. At 
Ascot he won the Prince of Wales’ Stakes, about 
1 5-8 miles, carrying top weight and beating 
such good horses as Creme Brulee, Armagnac, 
Shell Transport, among others. He was then 
fourth to good company in the Knowsley Dinner 
Stakes. He then wound up his 4-year-old sea- 
son by finishing third to Sandwich and Orpen in 
the St. Leger Stakes, at a distance slightly great- 
er than 1 3-4 miles. This year at four he started 
only twice. In the March Stakes at Newmarket 
he carried top weight of 140 pounds over a dis- 
tance of 1 1-4 miles and finished second to Hill 
Cat. He was unplaced to Trimdon in the Gold 
Cup at Ascot. 

Sir Andrew is by *Sir Gallahad III out of 
Gravitate (half-sister to Aga Khan, winner of 
over $90,000), by Rock View (by *Rock Sand 
out of Golden View, sister to Fair Play) out of 
Lady Carnot, by Radium, next dam Gravitation 
(sister to William the Third), by St. Simon.

THE DEATH OF TORO. 

Monday night, November 7, at A. B. Han. 
cock’s Claiborne Farm at Paris, Ky., Toro, 
young stallion owned by Mr. Hancock, Robert 4 
Fairbairn, of Westfield, N. J., and Norman YW, 
Church, of Los Angeles, was taken ill. Dr. Ed. 
ward Caslick, Claiborne veterinarian, and Drs. 
Edward W. and Charles E. Hagyard, who were 
called into consultation, diagnosed the trouble as 
a twisted bowel, an ailment always extremely 
difficult to treat. Wednesday morning, Noven- 
ber 8, Toro died. A post-mortem revealed that 
the diagnosis was correct. He was well insured, 

Mr. Church had inspected his stock at the 
farm shortly before Toro became sick and left 
Chicago for his California home the day the 
horse died. Toro’s dam, *Brocatelle, which Mrs, 
Dodge Sloane had purchased for $22,000 at E. B, 
McLean’s dispersal sale in 1931, died a little more 
than a week before her son (THE BLOOD-HORSE 
November 12, page 538). 

Toro, bred and raced by E. B. McLean, was a 
bay horse, foaled in 1925, by The Porter—*Broca- 
telle, by Radium, next dam *Pietra, by Pieter- 
maritzburg. Contemporary with Reigh Count, 
Misstep, Victorian, etc., he was a horse of very 
high class. At two he won the Cincinnati Trophy 
and Queen City Handicap. At three he took 
the American Derby, Latonia Derby and Lincoln 
Handicap, was beaten a nose by Victorian in the 
Preakness, was third to Reigh Count and Misstep 
in the Kentucky Derby, and was second to Mis- 
step in the Fairmount Derby. Though lameness 
more than once interrupted his subsequent racing 
career, he won the Grainger Memorial Handicap 
at four and the Robert M. Sweitzer Handicap at 
five. Among his best non-winning races were the 
Preakness of 1928 and the Suburban Handicap 
of 1929. In the latter he carried 125 pounds, met 
with considerable ill-luck and finished third to 
Bateau and Petee-Wrack in a finish in which 
four horses were almost abreast. In four seasons 
he started 39 times, won 12 races, was 14 times 
second and six times third, earning $142,530. 

In the summer of 1930, after a bad breakdown 
had brought about his retirement from racing, 
Toro was sold by E. B. McLean to Mr. Church, 
who later shared his ownership with Mr. Hancock 
and arranged for the horse to stand at Claiborne. 
Mr. Hancock took a half-interest in the horse, 
later disposing of a quarter-interest to Mr. Fait- 
bairn. Toro’s first stud season was in 1931. 
About 20 weanlings constitute his first crop of 
foals, according to Mr. Hancock, who was very 
enthusiastic about the type of stock Toro was 
breeding. The horse’s book was almost full for 
the season of 1933. 


JOCK SOLD FOR $3,500. 

Under a court order, the stallion Jock, bred 
and formerly owned by E. B. McLean, was sold 
at the farm of J. L. Carrick, Georgetown, Ky. 
at noon Saturday, November 12, and was knocked 
down for $3,500 to the bid of Martin Finn, of 
Washington, D. C. After the sale it was al- 
nounced that he had been purchased under 4 
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cntract between Martin Finn and F. F. Bryant, 
of Georgetown, and that he would stand as the 
property of F. F. Bryant and at the farm of Dr. 
p. B. Knox, Georgetown, Ky.

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THE BLOOD-HORSE 


KINCSEM 


Note: Col. William Ryan, writing from Paris 
recently, promised THE BLOOD-HORSE a@ record of 
the career of the unbeaten Kincsem (pronounced 
Keenchem). Here it is, as furnished to him by 
the American jockey, Everett Haynes, riding in 
Germany. 


INCSEM was a chestnut mare, foaled in 1874, 

bred by Herr von Blascovitz, in Tapis, Szent- 
Marton, Germany. She won all the 54 races in 
which she started, which means that she was 
never beaten. Although there are quite a number 
of mares and stallions, which came into the stud 
undefeated, no other horse has been as victorious 
in sO many races during a period of four years, 
and in this fact lies her outstanding importance. 
Kincsem was trained during her race career by 
Robert Hesp. She won her first race as 2-year- 
old in Germany, on June 21, the Criterium at 
Berlin. At two, she won 10 races and 22,962 
gulden (florin); at three, 17 races and 79,222 
gulden. After such enormous success, her owner, 
Herr von Blascovitz, decided to run this marvel- 
ous mare against first class, and on August 1, 
1878, the horse was sent in for the Goodwood 
Cup. Two months prior to this race, Trainer 
Hesp had brought the mare to England in order 
to prepare her for the great event, which she 
won over two rivals, Pageant and Lady Golightly. 
Eighteen days later, she started at Deauville in 
the Grand Prix where she gained the victory over 
Fontainbleu, Gift and other rivals. Again 18 days 
after this race, on September 3, after a tiring 
railway transportation, she had to start at a 
deep course of more than 3,200 meters (about 
2 miles) against Count Henckel’s Prince Giles I, 
which liked the course very much. The race 
ended with a dead heat after a hard battle. As 
Herr von Blascovitz would not agree to share 
the prize, a deciding race was run, in which 
Kincsem won easily by five lengths although she 
was not at all in shape, a success which is 
without comparison. 


The start of the now 5-year-old in the Great 
Prize of Baden 1879 became a real romance. 
Jockey Madden, who had ridden Kincsem 42 
times to victory, this time rode the 3-year-old 
Kuenstlerin, the victor of the Hamburg Derby. 
He made a solemn oath that this time he would 
defeat the unconquerable mare. Jockey Wain- 
right, who was to ride Kincsem, had already been 
weighed when Trainer Hesp received information 
that Wainwright was bribed, which, however, 
was found out later on to be untrue. Under these 
circumstances Jockey Busby, who was then at 
disposal was appointed to ride the mare at the 
very last moment. He had never mounted Kinc- 
sem before. The unexpected happened and Kinc- 
sem won over her rival by three-quarters of a 
length. 

In the autumn of 1879 Kincsem withdrew from 
the race course. It was said that she had sus- 
tained an injury. The real reason for her being 
retired from racing was never ascertained. She 
then entered the stud. The result is as follows:
